a Kalamazoo-based 


Project 
underway 


to resolve 
mold issue

Just eight years after building a new 
Grayling Fire Department, a major facelift 
is underway to resolve an ongoing mold 
issue, 

Building Restoration, a Kalamazoo- 
based firm, is currently installing an extert- 
or insulation and finishing system (EFIS) 
around the apparatus bay at the Grayling 
Fire Department, where the fire trucks, gear 
and equipment is kept. The project includes 
placing four inches of dense-foam on the 
outside walls of the building, covering it 
with mesh and placing a hardened stucco 
finish over the top. 

The reason for the project is an ongoing 
battle with mold on the inside of the appa- 
ratus bay, said Grayling Fire Department 
Chief Russell Strohpaul Jr. 

Built and opened in 2004, insulated 
blocks were supposed to be used around the 
apparatus bay. Construction cost $1.2 mil- 
lion and the city obtained grant funding 
through the U.S. Department of Rural 
Development to help fund the project. 

The lack of insulation causes moisture to 
come through the blocks, which conden- 


' gates when cold weather conditions exist. 


“The cold comes through the blocks, it 
condensates on the inside of the building, 
which supports the mold spores and they 
just grow,” Strohpaul said. 

Strohpaul compared the condition to a 
glass of ice water that sits on a surface 
without being consumed. After awhile, a 
pool of water appears on the surface where 
the glass 1s sitting. 

The first attempt to address the mold 
issue came in 2007, when Emergency 
Restoration, a Roscommon-based firm, was 
hired to clean up the mold.

As one man was formerly 
charged for shooting a pit 
pull and cutting its head off 
in Crawford County District 
Court, another man was 
arrested for involvement in 
the incident. 

Crawford Sheriff Kirk A. 
Wakefield satd that Daniel 
Thomas Weiskirch, 27, 
turned himself in at the 
Crawford County Jail at 
11:29 p.m. on Wednesday, 
Aug. 22. Weiskirch, from 
Crawford County, was 
arrested for the killing and 
beheading of a six year-old 
pit-bull ° ‘in 
Township. 

Weiskirch confessed to 
his involvement in the death 
of the dog to the deputy 
handling the case, 
Wakefield said. Weiskirch 
is being charged with two 
felony counts of animal cru- 
elty and is currently out on 
bond. 

Seven Anthony Stuart, 19, 
was arraigned in Crawford

Second man arrested for 
pit-bull shooting, beheading 


County District Court on 
Wednesday for two counts 
of animals-killing/torturing 
for the pitt bull’s death. He 
faces up to four years in 
prison and a $5,000 fine for 
each charge. He could also 
be ordered to perform up to 
500 hours of community 
service. Stuart could also be 
prohibited from owning an 
animal, 

A sheriff’s deputy was 
dispatched to a complaint of 
animal cruelty at the inter- 
section of Wilcox Bridge 
Road and Jones Lake Road 
in Grayling | Charter 
Township on July 29. 

‘Once ‘dt the scene, the 
deputy was shown the body 
of a 6-year-old brindle pit 
bull named “Smokey.” Dan 
Kelley is the dog’s owner. 

The killing had taken 
place in Lovells Township 
and the dog’s body had been 
buried. Kelley went to 
Lovells Township and 
retrieved the body. The dog 
had been shot and decapitat- 
ed. The head was not with 


the body. 

Stuart had contacted 
Kelley earlier by phone and 
left a message, saying that 
he killed the dog. Stuart 
said that the head had been 
taken to have it processed to 
return to the owner much 
like someone would do with 
a trophy animal mount, 
Wakefield said. 

The deputy handling the 
case contacted Stuart by 
telephone and he admitted 
to the crime, stating that the 
dog was aggressive with 
everyone and had to be put- 
down. Stuart also admitted 
to the statement made to the 
dog’s owner about returning 
the head as a remembrance, 

On July 31, deputies were 
sent to the stop sign at the 
intersection of Stephan 
Bridge Road and North 
Down River Rd to recover 
the head of the pit-bull, 
Wakefield said. 

Wakefield said the head 
of the dog was in a bag and 
placed at the intersection for 
someone to have it mount-

ed, 

Kelley and Stuart are 
brothers. Kelley said they 
were involved in a dispute 
prior to the incident involv- 
ing the dog. 

Kelley said Weiskirch and 
Stuart are friends. 

“He lived with us a little 
bit,” Kelley said. 

Kelley said he © still 
remains puzzled by the inci- 
dent. 

“[m just trying to cope 
with it and waiting to see 
what the courts are going to 
do about it,” Kelley said. 
“That’s all [can do. Is just 
hurry up and wait.”

ONE OF THE more question- 
able laws ever adopted in 
Michigan always rouses my dan- 
der at this time of year. 

Under Michigan law, public 
schools must wait until after Labor 
Day to open their classrooms. 

Never mind that high school 
bands have been practicing for 
about a month already. 

Forget that most high school 
football teams already will have 
played two games — about 25 per- 
cent of their regular schedule - 
before the student athletes can step 
inside a classroom. 

The same is true of other prep 
teams with fall schedules, includ- 
ing both girl and boy athletes. 

Many non-public schools 
already are holding classes. 

The Labor Day start rule just 
doesn’t make common sense. 

Michigan’s hospitality industry 
has pushed the idea, claiming that 
young folks who work at resorts 
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by Ri Richard iMilinan: 


Finally, kids can start back to school 


on one final holiday weekend. 
That’s debatable. 

Another reason is that families 
deserve one final holiday weekend 
as a family, including school age 
children who are still free from 
stricter regimen of school sched- 
ules until after Labor Day. That’s 
debatable, too. 

The post Labor Day start is sup- 
posed to give Michigan resorts one 
last big money-making holiday 
weekend, and they need their 
many school-aged employees to 
stay on the job for the weekend. 
That may well be true. 

It may be good for resorts, but 
it’s not all that good for families ... 
or for the kids either ... at least in 


my book, 
SOCIAL SECURITY - 


America’s broad retirement and 
disability system faces crisis in the 
near future. Most folks agree on 
that. 


Social Security age, coupled with 
longer life spans for the elderly. 

Together these phenomena com- 
bine to increase demand on the 
system, but reduce payments into 
the system. Ideally money coming 
in through Social Security taxes 
should exceed the money going 
out in payment to aging contribu- 
tors. 

Trustees of the system claim the 
Social Security Trust Fund will 
run out of money in 2033, unless 
something is done to shore up the 
system. 

In essence, there are two ways to 
prevent bankruptcy: Reduce bene- 
fits, or raise taxes. 

A recent Associated Press-GfK 
poll on public attitudes found that 
most Americans prefer raising 
taxes and oppose lowering bene- 
fits. 

AP reported that 53 percent of 
adults said they would rather raise 
taxes than cut benefits for future 


The same percentages hold 
about raising the retirement age or 
cutting monthly benefits. 

Unless Congress acts somehow 
to fix the system, the option in 
2033 will force lower payments to 
those who receive Social Security. 

The crisis date 21 years from 
now gives Congress and whoever 
is president plenty of time to fix 
the system, but it will require give 
and take, which has not been evi- 
dent in Washington for several 
years. 

Personally I’m with the majority 
in these attitudes, Raise Social 
Security taxes if we must — and it 
sure looks to me like that will be 
part of any solution; even increase 
the eligibility age if that’s neces- 
sary; but don’t lower the benefits; 
and return the Social Security sys- 
tem to fiscal soundness.

Senate acts to preserve middle-class tax relief 


The Senate has taken an 
important step toward ensur- 
ing that middle-class fami- 
lies do not face a tax increase 
at the end of this year, and in 
the process, has dealt a blow 
to a failed policy that empha- 
sized tax cults for the wealth- 
iest Americans as the cure 
for our economy. 

The Senate voted to 
approve legislation to pre- 
vent a tax increase on tax- 
payers making $250,000 a 
year or less. Some of my 
Senate colleagues had 
opposed this legislation, say- 
ing they would prevent it 
from coming to a vote unless 
we included the wealthiest 2 
percent of taxpayers, those 
making more than $250,000. 

In the end, those senators 
ended their obstruction. The 
Senate rejected a plan that 
would have continued tax 
cuts for the wealthy and 
approved the bill I supported, 
to prevent an end-of-the-year 
tax increase on middle-class 
families, 

This was important, first 
of all, because middle-class 
Americans are already strug- 
gling with the after-effects of 
the worst recession in 
decades. Unemployment is 
still too high, workers have 
seen little increase in wages, 
housing values remain 
depressed. Preserving those 
middle-class tax cuts is 
important to continuing the 
economic recovery. 

But this vote also was 
important because it repre- 
sents the first break with 
what has been a rigid adher-

ence by some of my col- 
leagues to tax cuts for the 
wealthy as the supreme goal 
of public policy. Supporters 
of this policy have demon- 
strated a willingness to risk 
government shutdowns, to 
risk grave economic damage, 
and to risk rising taxes on the 
vast majority of Americans 
in pursuit of their highest of 
priority: 
wealthiest 2 percent of us. 

That policy has already 
proved a failure. 

Income for the typical 
American family peaked in 
2000 - not coincidentally, 
just before the tax-cuts-for- 
the-wealthy mania reached 
its zenith. A June study by 
the Federal Reserve found 
that the average middle-class 
family’s net worth had fallen 
by 40 percent from 2007 to 
2010. And in 2010, the bot- 
tom 99 percent of income 
earners reaped just 7 percent 
of total income growth, 
while 93 percent of all 
growth flowed to the top | 


percent. 
Now, perhaps thts vast 
accumulation of wealth 


would arguably be accept- 
able if it had resulted in 
faster economic growth that 
produced new jobs and 
helped average Americans 
prosper. Indeed, since the 
time of President Reagan, we 
have been told that the rising 
tide lifting up the wealthy 
would lift all boats, that the 
benefits would trickle down 
to all Americans. 

But policies that are more 
and more generous to the

Jower taxes on the . 


wealthiest have failed to 
spark economic growth or 
create the jobs we need. 
More tax cuts for the wealthy 
coincided with the slowest 
rate of job growth in recent 
American history. Economic 
growth, even before the 
financial crisis nearly sent 
our economy into depres- 
sion, was woefully short of 
historic standards. 

And, despite promises that 
tax cuts for thé wealthy 
would somehow add to fed- 
eral revenue, these tax cuts 
have raised the federal deficit 
by hundreds of billions of 
dollars. Ending them will 
reduce the deficit by nearly 
$F trillion over 10 years. 

So this policy of tax cuts 
for the wealthy has failed as 
fiscal policy, adding to our 
deficit. It has failed as eco- 
nomic policy, coinciding 
with weak growth in eco- 
nomic output and job cre- 
ation. And it has failed a vital 
test of public policy in a 
democratic society — it failed 
the fairness test, facilitating 
massive accumulations of 
wealth for a fortunate few 
while most Americans have 
struggled to tread water. 

So, I’m pleased that the 
Senate voted to allow mid- 
dle-class families to keep a 
few of their hard-earned dol- 
lars. Our legislation now 
goes {fo the House of 


Representatives, and [ hope 
our colleagues there will 
soon join us in preserving 
middle-class tax relief.

Michigan law enforce- 
ment has a message for the 
state’s motorists, Drive 
Sober or Get Pulled Over. 
Beginning August 16 
Crawford County Sheriff’s 
Office will step up enforce- 
ment and be on the lookout 
for impaired drivers during 
an end-of-summer drunk 
driving crackdown. 

The extra patrols in 
Crawford County are part 
of the national Labor Day 
holiday drunk driving 
crackdown and will contin- 
ue through September 3. 

“The best way to avoid an 
arrest and potential tragedy 
is to plan before you party 
by designating a sober dri- 
ver, taking a cab or spend- 
ing the night,” said Sheriff 
Wakefield. “Law enforce- 
ment officers will be watch- 
ing. If we see you driving 
drunk we will stop and 
arrest you. No questions 
asked. No second chances.”

Michigan roadways. Four 
of those deaths involved 
alcohol, two of the fatalities 
were motorcyclists and four 
people were not wearing a 
seat belt. 

In Michigan, a motorist 
can be arrested for drunk 
driving with .08 blood alco- 
hol content or higher. A 
drunk driving conviction is 
costly and comes with 
assorted penalties including 
fines, legal fees, driver 
responsibility fees, court 
costs and higher insurance 
rates. 

Motorists arrested for 
drunk driving with a .17 
blood alcohol content face 
increased penalties includ- 
ing the possible installation 
of an ignition interlock 
device preventing the car 
from starting if the driver 
has been drinking. 

In 2011, 3419 people died 
in Michigan as a result of 
alcohol and/or — drug-

defense for their own private 
ownership of guns in America. 


America’s guns to were 
here to defend our God-given 
unalienable rights of life, tib- 
erty, and property preceded 
our Revolution against 
England. Stephen P. 
Halbrook, Ph.D., J.D. has 
written a brilliant historical 
treatise tracing our Second 
Amendment rights in 
America. We quote parts of 
Halbrook’s work on how the 
British sparked the Revolution 
by attempting to disarm all 
Americans in the colonies: 

“In 1777, William Knox, 
Under Sceretary of State in the 
British Colonial Office circu- 
lated a proposal entitled “What 
is Fit to be Done with 
America?" Knox advocated 
the creation of a ruling aristoc- 
racy foyal to the Crown, estab- 
lishment of the Chureh of 
England throughout the 
colonies and an unlimited 
power to tax. To keep them 
servile. Knox offered the 
panacea of disarming all of the 
people and relying solely on a 
standing army:” 

“The Militia Laws should 
be repealed and none suffered 
to be re-enacted, & the Arms 
of all the People should be 
taken away, & every piece of 
Ordnance removed into the 
King’s Stores, nor should any 
Foundry or manufactory of 
Arms, Gunpowder, or Warlike 
Stores, be ever suffered in 
America, nor should any 
Gunpowder, Lead, Arms or 
Ordnance be imported into it 
without License; they will 
have but little need of such 
things for the future, as the 
King's Troops, Ships & Forts 
will be sufficient to protect 
them from any danger.” 
("Those who do not remember 
history are doomed to repeat 
it"-George Santayana, 1905.) 

Brave men in the colonies 
resisted British disarmament 
of Americans by passing local 
laws protecting their gun 
rights. In an article signed 
"ELA." Samuel Adams 
recalled the English Bill of 
Rights using quotes by Sir 
William Blackstone, as a 


“At the revolution, the 
British constitution was again 
restor'd to its original princi- 
ples, declared in the bill of 
rights; which was afterwards 
pass'd into a law, and stands as 
a bulwark to the natural rights 
of subjects. "To vindicate 
these rights, says Mr. 
Blackstone, when actually 
violated or attack'd, the sub- 
jects of England are entitled 
first to the regular administra- 
tion and free course of justice 
in the courts of law--next to 
the right of petitioning the 
King and parliament for 
redress of grievances--and 
lastly, to the right of having 
and using arms for self-preser- 
vation and defence." These he 
calls “auxiliary subordinate 
rights, which serve principally 
as barriers to protect and 
maintain inviolate the three 
great and primary rights of 
personal security, personal 
liberty and private property": 
And that of having arms for 
their defense he tells us is “a 
public allowance, under due 
restrictions, of the — natural 
right of resistance and _ self 
preservation, when the sanc- 
tions of society and laws are 
found insufficient to restrain 
the violence of oppression. "-- 
How little do those persons 
attend to the rights of the con- 
stitution, if they know any- 
thing about them, who find 
fault with a late vote of this 
town, calling upon the inhabi- 
tants to provide themselves 
with arms for their defence at 
any time; but more especially, 
when they had reason to fear, 
there would be a necessity of 
the means of self preservation 
against the violence of 
oppresslon.” — Slavery begins 
by the control of weapons. 
Christ said, “... he that hath no 
sword, let him sell his gar- 
ment, and buy one.” (Luke 
22:36b) Pastor “B”

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Budgets banged by Forest Dunes tax appeal ruling»

At a time when most pub- 
lic entities are looking to find 
the next hole as they tighten 
their financial belts, county 
and township governmental 
and educational organiza- 
tions in the Crawford 
County-area are being forced 
to refund tax dollars to a golf 
development. 

A final opinion and judg- 
ment’ entered by the 
Michigan Tax Tribunal on 
July 31 resulted in a signifi- 
cant reduction in the true 
cash value for the Forest 
Dunes Golf Club, located in 
South Branch Township, The 
order addresses tax assess- 
ments for the 2009, 2010 and 
2011 tax years. 

In 2009, the true cash 
value for the Forest Dunes 
Golf Club on the tax rolls 
was reduced from 
$6,156,000 to $1,010,000. 
The assessed and taxable val- 
ues were reduced from 
$3,078,000 to $550,000. 

In 2010, the true cash 
value for the property was 


reduced on the tax rolls from . 


$5,992,000 to $955,000. The 
assessed and taxable values 
were reduced from 
$2,996,000 to $477,500. 

In 2011, the true cash 
value for the golf club was 
reduced on the tax rolls from 
$5,770,000 to $580,000. The 
assessed and taxable values 
were reduced from 
$2,885,000 to $290,000. 

Christie Verlac, the tax 
assessor for South Branch 
Township, said tax assessors 
are only provided manuals 
and guidelines from the state 
when they are estimating 


property values. 

The tax assessments for 
Forest Dunes Golf Club in 
2009 were based on figures 
from 2008, when the United 
States went into a recession. 

“Michigan took the hard- 
est brunt because of the auto 
workers,” Verlac said. 

As people lost jobs, were 
laid off and struggled to find 
ways to make ends meet, 
there was a decline in vaca- 
tions and golf outings seen 
across the nation. 

“The golf industry has 
taken a huge hit, at least in 
northern Michigan,” Verlac 
said, 

Developers from a 
Scottsdale, Ariz. firm began 
developing Forest Dunes in 
1998 at an estimated cost of 
$38 million. 

But after over two years of 
legal and financial battles, 
the Carpenters Pension Trust 
Fund, one of the develop- 
ment’s major investors, 
assumed ownership of the 
course. The trust fund 
opened Forest Dunes in 
2002. 

Through the tax tribunal 
process, Verlac said township 
officials learned that the 
Carpenters Pension Trust 
Fund put $49 million into the 
development and operation 
of Forest Dunes. 

“I had no idea that they 
were losing money on their 
investment,” Verlac said. 

The Michigan Tax 
Tribunal concluded the sale 
price for Forest Dunes was a 
useful piece of information 
to affirm its determination of 
the true cash value for the 
property. The Carpenters 
Pension Trust Fund sought 


$7 million for the property, 


but only received $1 million 


when the property was sold. 
The sale price was spread 
over the value of the golf 
course, the clubhouse and 
some homes on the property. 

Verlac said the sale of a 
golf course in Harbor 
Springs was the only proper- 
ty used as a comparison by 
the Michigan Tax Tribunal. 

Last October, Lew 
Thompson, a Huntsville, 
Ark. trucking executive, 
bought Forest Dunes. 

Thompson __ previously 
acquired The Bridges, a golf 
development located in 
Montrose, Colo. for $3 mil- 
lion in April 2010. 

Verlac said township offi- 
cials are hopeful they can 
recoup tax dollars in the 
future with a new owner and 
management team in place at 
Forest Dunes. 

“Hopefully, the new 
owner, Lou Thompson, will 
be able to turn this develop- 
ment around,” Verlac said of 
the tax situation. “It is a big 
disappointment and is an 
unfortunate situation for the 
township, the schools and the 
county.” 

The Tax Tribunal ruling 
means the county, township, 
school district and any other 
entities that received taxes 
from Forest Dunes are 
required to refund the deter- 
mined overpayment of taxes 
with interest. 

The total amount of taxes 
that will have to be refunded 
to the Forest Dunes Golf 
Club is $358,870.21. 

The Crawford AuSable 
School District is not impact- 
ed because the area of the 


county where the Forest 
Dunes Golf Club is located is 
in the Gerrish-Higgins 
School District. The school 
district is being forced to 
refund $157,368.68, the 
biggest brunt in the battle 
over taxes for the golf devel- 
opment. Kirtland 
Community College and the 
Crawford, Oscoda, Ogemaw 
and Roscommon (COOR) 
Intermediate School District 
will also have to retutn taxes. 

Crawford County will 
have to refund $48,083.58 to 
Forest Dunes. The tax ruling 
also impacts millages for the 


Crawford County 
Transportation Authority, 
Crawford County 
Commission on Aging, 
Grayling Recreation 
Authority, the Crawford 
County Library System and 
the Crawford County 
Sheriff’s Office. 


South Branch Township 
wilt have to pay $14,316.59 
to the golf development. The 
township will also have to 
refund $32,620.22 in taxes to 
fund millages for the fire 
department and ambulance 
service along with a millage 
to fund, build and maintain 
township roads. 

South Branch Township 
Supervisor Laurie Luck said 
the Tax Tribunal’s ruling was 
disheartening as local offi- 
cials strive to be good stew- 
ards of tax dollars. 

“The township board takes 
its fiduciary responsibility 
seriously,” Luck said. “We 
vigorously defended this 
challenge on behalf of the 
community. We are extreme- 
ly disappointed with this out- 
come.”

installed to control when the 
fan operated. 

Those cures did not resolve 
the mold problem and only 
caused electric and natural 
gas bills to. run the fan and 
heat the building to spike. 

“The idea was when there 


outside,” Strohpaul said. 
“The problem with that is it 
took the heat with it and the 
cost to heat this place went 
though the roof.” 

Strohpaul said the ventila- 
tion system was running 
excessively when it was rain- 
ing or there was moisture on 
the outside of the fire depart- 
ment. 

“That fan would run for 
days, taking the heat with it,” 
he said. 

Next, Butcher recommend- 
ed that an intake hole be 
placed on the northwest side 
of the fire department, where 
fire hoses are cleaned and 
dried. The unit used to dry 


"= the fire hoses, used at the cur- 


rent and former fire halls, 
pulls natural heat from the 
top of the building and pulls 
it through the bottom until 
the drying process is com- 


plete. 

When Grayling City 
Manager/Police Chief Doug 
Baum took on both leader- 
ship rolls for the community, 
another meeting was held to 
address the fire department. 
Butcher, Kowatch Builders, 
Building Restoration and . 
another firm from Traverse | 
City’ were present. 
Condensation was identified 
as the culprit for the mold, 
but Butcher did not agree 
with that conclusion, 
Strohpaul said. 

For the next year, temper- 
ature and dew points were 
taken inside and outside the 
building. Strohpaul said a 
permanent solution was 
needed because exposure to 
mold can be a health safety 
issue, 

“Number one, obviously is 
it’s a health issue,” he said. 
“We don’t want the firefight- 
ers getting sick because of 
the mold.” 

The mold was checked, but 
was confirmed not be haz- 
ardous to personal health. 

At one time in the process, 
Thayer recommended the 
washing of all fire trucks, 
hoses and gear take place 
outside the building, 
Strohpaul said. That was 
deemed unfeasible because 
all fire trucks naturally leak 
and spill water, 

“This is a fire department,” 
Strohpaul said. “We work 
with water and that is our 
business.” 

The cost to fix the building 
is $78,000 and is being split 
between the City of Grayling 
and Grayling Charter 
Township. The township has 
an agreement with the city to 
provide fire services. The 
project is expected to be 
completed by mid- 
September. 

It cost about $25,000 to 
clean up the mold in the fire 
department in 2007. The cost 
of installing ventilation sys- 
tems, which did not work, 
was $84,000. Electric and 
natural gas costs to run the 
fans and heat the building 
took a major hit on the bud- 
get to run the fire department. 

“The cost for utilities were 
astronomical,” Baum said. 

Some of the exiting mold 
will be left in the building 
before it is finally cleaned up 
to confirm there are no fur- 
ther issues with the building. 

“There has to be a fix and 
this is our fix,” Strohpaul 
said.

Michigan beach advisories and closings on the rise 


Beach closings continue 


to bea fact of life in 


Michigan, as a result of high 
bacteria levels caused by 
many factors, including 
combined storm and _ sani- 
tary sewer overflows. 

The number of monitored 
public beaches with advi- 
sories or closings continued 
to increase each year 
between 2005-2010, 
according to the most recent 
formal report available on 
the Michigan Department of 
Environmental Quality 
(MDEQ) website . 

So far in 2012, there have 
been 96 beach advisories or 
closings. That is up from 
2011, when during the same 
time period the number was 
88, 

This trend points out the 
increasing need to fix our 
aging underground water 
and sewer systems, accord- 
ing to the, Michigan 
Infrastructure and 
Transportation Association 
(MITA), and the importance 
of state revolving fund leg- 


| through 


islation, which is moving 
the state 
Legislature, “House Bills 
5673-76 and Senate Bills 
1155-1158 provide lower 
cost and easier access to 
funding for municipalities 
so they can obtain bonds 
and receive grants to pay for 
the cost of evaluating and 
separating their combined 
storm and sanitary sewer 
systems,’ said Mike 
Nystrom, executive vice 
president of MITA. “This 
legislation supports the $1 
billion sewer bond program, 
approved by voters in 
2002.” 

According to the most 
recent Michigan Beach 
Monitoring Annual Report 
on the MDEQ website, the 
number and percentage of 
beaches that exceeded water 
quality standards rose 
between 2005. and 2010. 
Local health departments 
issue advisories or beach 
closings, and the state keeps 
track of them on the

High bacteria lev- 
els are the reason for most 
closures, and can result 
from a variety of causes, 
including combined storm 
water and sanitary sewer 
systems which cause raw 
sewage to flow into the 
state’s Jakes, rivers and 
streams. 

“Our aging underground 
infrastructure is a hidden 
menace,” Nystrom said, “It 
is easy to see potholes on 
the roads that need to be 
fixed; or concrete falling 
from bridges. But the prob- 
lems with our underground 
systems seldom come to 
light, and the costs to repair 
them grow every year thal 
municipalities have to put 
off to tomorrow what needs 
to be done today.” 

MITA continues to be a 
leader in addressing the 
problem of combined sewer 
overflows at the legislative 
level, most notably in 2002 
with the passage of the 
Clean Water Michigan leg- 
islation.

Records 
J for alf entering kindergarten students and students enrolled from outside the district will be reviewed to ensure 
immunizations are up to date. Notice will be sent to parents or guardians if there is no immunization record upon 
school entry or if records are incomplete. Students not in compliance with state immunization requirements will 
be excluded from school until documentation of immunization is presented. Parents may sign a waiver if they 
have a religious or other objection to immunization, or they may provide a statement of objection for medical 
reasons which has been signed by a physician. Michigan law requires that all students be immunized against 
diphtheria, tetanus, pertussis, polio, measles, mumps and rubella. Immunization can be obtained from your physi- 
cian or health department,
